IMF delegation starts talks 


AMMAN. —* Economic talks be¬ 
tween Jordan and a delegation 
from the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) starts here Saturday 
at the Central Bank. 

The calks will deal with Jor¬ 
dan’s financial policy, its bala¬ 
nce of payments, the system ad¬ 
opted in commercial exchange 
and trade in general, and the mo¬ 
netary developments and their 
effect on Jordan. 

The IMF delegation, lead by 
Erich Uhnholt will present to the 
Jordanian authorities after thorou¬ 
gh discussions its recommendati¬ 
ons and propositions on how to 
improve procedures in the above 
fields and help Jordan's policy¬ 
makers to draw the country’s ec¬ 
onomic and financial plan for the 
coming year. 

It will also debate matters re¬ 
levant to the Amman capital ma¬ 
rket which was recently set up 
here and discuss means to guar¬ 
antee its future workability. 

The Jordanian team to the ta¬ 
lks includes representatives from 
the Ministries of Industry and 
Commerce, Agriculture, the Cen¬ 
tral Bank, the National Planning 
Council, the Royal Scientific So¬ 


ciety, and the Department of St¬ 
atistics. 

The IMF delegation had arri¬ 
ved here early this week and 
had held preliminary talks with 
a number of officials to form an 
idea of Jordan’s economic and fi¬ 
nancial position.

U.S. oil imports 

from OPEC are up 

WASHINGTON. Aug. 6 , (R>. — 
The United States is becoming in¬ 
creasingly dependent on imported 
oil from member nations of the 
Organisation rf Petroleum Expor¬ 
ting Countries (OPEC), the fede¬ 
ral energy office said yesterday. 

Imports will account for 41 per 
cent of U.S. oil consumption this 
year or about seven million barr¬ 
els a day. 

This is up from six million bar¬ 
rels a day or 37 per cent last year 
and 3.4 million barrels a day or 
23 per cent in 1970, the office sa¬ 
id in its midyear review. 

OFEC countries account for ab¬ 
out 82 per cent of U.S. imports 
now ..compared with 70 per cent 
prior'to the oil embargo in effect 
from October, 1973, to March, 
1974. following the Arab-Israeli 
war. 

Imports from Arab OPEC mem¬ 
bers now account for 37 per cent 
of imports compared with 22 per 
cent in the pre-embargo period.

LONDON, (CSM) — Irish utility 
officials, finding their long-time 
programme of burning peat sudd¬ 
enly attractive economically, are 
planning an ambitious expansion 
project to take peat supplies from 
all of the country's boglaxtds. 

The reason for the unusual fu¬ 
el's attractiveness is the leap in 
the price of oil, the main utility 
fuel in Ireland. When the first 
peat-fired generating station was 
commissioned in 1949, the best 
that could be said about the pro¬ 
cess was that it was giving jobs 
to some of the vast army of une¬ 
mployed. 

With labour costs 60 per cent 
of production expenses, peat cou¬ 
ld not compete with oil until 1973. 

In 1974, the least expensive peat 
unit of Ireland’s Electricity Sup¬ 
ply Board (ESB) had a fuel cost 
of 1.06 cents per kilowatt hour 
(kwh} while the cheapest ESB oil- 


tired unit had a fuel cost of 1.44 
cents kwh. 

With the lure of economy now 
on peat’s side, the ESB hopes to 
expand its peat capacity by more 
than 50 per cent over the next 
seven years. By 1982, the ESB 
plans to have eight small peat- 
fired stations burning about 4 mil¬ 
lion tons of peat and producing 
588 megawatts —17 per cent of 
the projected demand. 

The seven existing plants pro¬ 
duce 38.5 megawatts, about 14 
per cent of current demand.- 

Although the expansion plans 
are based on calculations that ab¬ 
out one-seventh of Ireland has pe¬ 
at (decayed forest .remains) — 
which is a geological oddity — 
nobody knows exactly how to 
restore the boglands afterwards. 

Officials of Bond Na Mona, the 
semi-state company which produ¬ 


ces the peat fuel, are developing 
180,000 acres of bogland—enough 
to sustain present peat plants for 
35 years. More than e.GGOwork- 
ers are currently employed In 
gathering' peat- . ^ ~ 

The peat-burning programme 
has attracted interest recently 
from all over the world, including 
the United States, where one Min¬ 
nesota group is studying'the po¬ 
ssibility of peat gasification.. 

“We’ve had an army of people 
from the U.&,“ said one top Bord 
Na Morda official. But Irish offici¬ 
als tell visitors that peat has* not 
proved easy fueft to work with. 

It has. high 'moisture content s 
Btu value five times less than oil 
and three times less than coaL It 
requires extensive drying and 
can only be produced from May 
to August, and must be covered - 
with a plastic film in storage.

PEKING, Aug. 6. (Agencies). — 
Tientsin, China's third largest 
city, is without electricity and 
faces a water shortage following 
last week's massive earthquake, 
Chinese sources said today. 

They reported that shops were 
dosed and authorities were dis¬ 
tributing food among the four 
million population. There was al¬ 
so insufficient drinking water, 
they added. 

Tientsin, a key industrial cen¬ 
tre, was only 40 miles from the 
epicentre of the earthquake that 
hammered northeast China on 
July 28. 

Other reports reaching here 
suggest the city and nearby port 
of Hsinkang may have suffered 
further heavy damage in the aft¬ 
er-tremors that followed. 

In Peking most of the popula¬ 
tion were allowed back into their 
homes today. Many buildings in 
older quarters of the city will 
need repairs before they will be 
habitable. 

The 1 ^00-year-old great wall 
of China, which lies outside the 
capital, was undamaged. Visitors 


Lo the wall said it v.-as unscathed. 

Immediately following the ear¬ 
thquake, fruit and vegetable st¬ 
alls sprangup all over Peking. 
Now stalls selling umbrellas, lin¬ 
en. and household items have be¬ 
en set up on pavements and in 
squares. 

They carry slogans calling on 
the people to “intensify the st¬ 
ruggle" against former Deputy- 
Prim ier Teng Hsiao-ping and to 
‘Triumph over nature" and natu¬ 
ral disasters. 

Truck convoys bearing identical 
slogans and carrying rice and 
other relief commodities were to¬ 
day again seen heading eastward 
across Peking toward the disas¬ 
ter zone. 

The press meanwhile has been 
stepping up its anti-Teng Campa¬ 
ign. (Teng Hsiao-Ping was dis¬ 
missed four months ago for his 
“right-revisionist line".) 

“We can do a good job in the 
anti-quake work," says the press, 
"only if we carry out successful¬ 
ly the criticism of Teng Hsaio- 
ping and the anti-right deviatio- 
nist struggle".

Fears increased that the alre¬ 
ady ugly situation in the townsh¬ 
ip would get worse tonight when 
workers returned with their pay 
packets. Many workers were wa¬ 
rned on their way to work that 
they -could expect retribution on 
their return. 

Even in normal times Friday 
night is notorious for its robbery 
and violence. 

The local bus company with¬ 
drew its Soweto services at lu¬ 
nchtime after buses were dama¬ 
ged and one was burned. 

Two buses were halted and 
the passengers and drivers forced 
out. The demonstrators then pa¬ 
rked the buses across the road, 
blocking all traffic on a major 
exit from Soweto. Elsewhere, ri¬ 
oters used wrecked cars to block 
roads. 

The bus company said it would 
take workers only to the outski¬ 
rts of Soweto. From there, they 
would have to make their own 
way home through the sprawling 
township. 

However, train services were 
running normally despite fights 
this morning between demonstra¬ 
tors and commuters at some sta¬ 
tions. 

Eyewitnesses said about 14 
people were injured when police 
opened fire at one railway stat¬ 
ion to disperse a large crowd. 

One focal point of violence 
was a recreation centre called 
vuncle Tom’s Hall" in Orlando. 
Black reporters said a huge cro¬ 
wd of students surrounded and 
stoned the building. It was not 
known why. 

All whites, including reporters, 
were barred from the township 
as they had been on Wednesday. 

Schools were open but empty. 
The health clinics, were closed. 

Police refused to confirm any 
of the numerous eye-witness re¬ 
ports, saying they were drawing 
up an official casualty toll. 

In Pretoria, police headquarte¬ 
rs confirmed that a police wea¬ 
pon bad been stolen yesterday 
but local police denied rumours 
that a machine-gun and six loa¬ 
ded-rifles had been stolen. 

The situation in other black to¬ 


wnships was relatively calm but 
three schools were set on fire du¬ 
ring the night at a township near 
Middelburg, east of Johannesbu¬ 
rg. 

The Johannesburg newspaper,: 
The Star, quoted the Police Com¬ 
missioner, General Gert Prinsloo, 
as saying police forces througho¬ 
ut South Africa had been put on 
standby alert. Similar action was 
taken at the height of the June 
riots which claimed 176 lives. 

General Prinsloo could not be 
reached for confirmation. 

The Star also quoted the police 
commissioner as rejecting dema¬ 
nds for the release of black stu¬ 
dents detained without trial since 
the riots in June. 

They were being held on serio¬ 
us charges, he said, and 4, we can¬ 
not allow our system of justice 
to fall to pieces to meet the de¬ 
mands of a handful of students."

Former S. Yemeni

‘ CAIRO. Aug. 6, (R). — 

A former South Yemeni Pre¬ 
mier, Mr. Mohammed Ali 
Hail ham, was slightly wound¬ 
ed here today in an assassina¬ 
tion attempt, the second aga¬ 
inst him in a year, the official 
Egyptian Middle East News 
Agency said. 

The driver of a car carry¬ 
ing Mr. Haitham, two other 
South Yemenis and a body¬ 
guard. was killed when two 
gunmen fired at them from 
another car, the agency repo¬ 
rted. 

Mr. Haitham, who has liv¬ 
ed in exile in Egypt for seve¬ 
ral years, was slightly injured 
in the forehead and arm. 

The identity of the driver 
was not immediately known. 
The incident occurred in a 
residential district of west Cai¬ 
ro at 1300 GMT, the agency 
added. 

The agency quoted Sheikh 
Saleh Ahmed Seif, one of the 
two other South Yemenis in 
the car, as saying Mr. Haith- 
am's injuries were superficial.
